It. was raining and a hard wind 
blew. Vice Admiral G. B. Fortuyn 
looked out at the cold, slate-gray 
seas and spoke of his faith in the 
new concept of fighting ships. The 
Dutch Navy is the largest among 
the small nations of the world. 
It is smart and well trained and 
proud, 


“When the second great war 
began,” he said, “Hitler had per- 
haps 54 submarines. These almost 
won for him. It is unwise to forget 
that not until the battle of the 
Atlantic had been won could the 
tide of the war itself be turned. 
Had the Allies not held the At- 
lantic they could not have sup- 
plied armies and civilians. It will 
be so again. The next war will 
be won or lost in the Atlantic. 
We know the Russians have some 
500 submarines and that 250 of 
them are operational at all times. 
The others are in reserve. But 
from some sea any point of Rus- 
sia may be reached. This is the 
lesson. It is one most difficult 
for European statesmen and jour- 
nalists to learn. They still think in 
terms of the historic old concept 
of land armies. 


“Our problems of life are many,” 
he said. 


Problems 


And they are. They are, in a 
sense, the problems of all na- 
tions, more especially the crowd- 
ed, small countries of Europe. 
The Netherlands has a population 
of about 12 millions. Already 
thousands of acres hard-won from 
the sea have been taken over for 
housing. Few single homes are 
being constructed. Flats climb 
high and a hundred families can 
be housed on the space once used 
comfortably by one family. 


The Dutch Navy is losing some 
of its best young men. They are 
immigrating to the United States, 
Canada or Australia. The chal- 
lenge of land in the latter coun- 
try, for example, is so great that 
Canberra maintains a large im- 
migration office in The Hague to 
care for hundreds who apply. 


Population pressures are such 
that harassed governments are 
vulnerable to Socialist pressures. 
There is a need for more hous- 
ing. In many areas it is desperate. 
There are demands for services 
by the government in the field 
of medical care and employment. 
In a very real sense, this situa- 
tion plays into the hands of So- 
viet propaganda. Military budg- 
ets are increasingly heavy be- 
cause of the costly technical ad- 
vances. It becomes easier to lis- 
ten to the siren song of the So- 
viets that they want peace and 
that only the Americans, with 
their NATO and SEATO alliances, 
threaten war and make it neces- 
sary to maintain expensive navies 
and armies. 


Small Countries 


A small country, with a° fast- 
growing population, is hard put 
to maintain any military strength 
in the face of such pressures. The 
United States, as rich as it is, 
already hears the voices of dis- 
content from its people who can- 
not understand why taxes go up. 


The Soviets’ use of scare tech- 
niques also tends to unbalance 
budgets. The B-70 bomber issue 
in our own country is an example. 
Meanwhile, the Soviets themselves

DARIEN—A special state in- 
vestigation was ordered Tuesday 
after shots. were fired into the 
home of a minister and the office 
of a newspaper editor, both of 
whom have campaigned against 


gambling and clipjoint operations 
in McIntosh County. 


Ed Bridges, aide to Gov. Van- 
diver, said Col. William Trotter, 
director of the Department of Pub- 
lic Safety, has directed a special 
probe by the Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation. 


The menacing shots brought 
expressions of indignation from 
high sources and pledges that 
there will be no letup in the fight 
against vice here. 

No one was injured by the gun- 
ire. 

FIVE SHOTS INTO HOME 


The Rev. C. B. Studstill, a 
Methodist pastor who has been 
speaking from the pulpit against 
gambling, reported that five bul- 
lets were fired into his home at 
1:20 a.m. Tuesday. His wife said 
one bullet was fired into the living 
room, and then the gunman re- 
turned a few minutes later and 
fired four bullets into her bed- 
room. 


Darien News Editor Charles M. 
Williams, who has been cam- 
paigning against vice, found four 
shots were fired into his news- 
paper office during the night. 


Three of the shots shattered a 
plate glass window, Williams said, 
and the fourth entered a door 
facing. 


The minister of the First Bap- 
tist Church, the Rev. Joe C. 
Kindred, reported hearing what 
at the time he thought was a 
firecracker go off as he entered 
his home Monday night about 
10:30 o'clock. 


Kindred, who also has been 
preaching against gambling here, 
recalled after hearing the other 
shootings the exploding noise he 
heard had a “zing” to it. 


QUESTION CAUSE 


Meanwhile, GBI Agent W. E. 
Thagard of Darien, brother-in-law 
of McIntosh Sheriff Tom Poppell, 
said he is convinced the shootings 
“have nothing to do with” the 
campaign against vice. 


Thagard has been conducting an 
investigation at the request of 
Poppell, who has been a target 
and a critic of the campaign here 
against lax law enforcement. 


Thagard reported he already 
had taken the pistol of one Darien 
man and had it tested at the 
State Crime Laboratory in Sa- 
vannah. ‘The tests proved the gun 
did not fire the shots,” Thagard 
said. 


The man who owned the pistol, 
Thagard said, had no connection 
on either side of the vice cam- 
paign here, but had been iden- 
tified as a person who was in

U.S. Brands Oil Grab Illegal, 
Halts Cuban Sugar Imports 


WASHINGTON—The U.S. Gov- 
ernment filed a vigorous protest 
Tuesday with Cuban authorities 
against their seizure of two U:S.- 
owned oil refineries. 


A U.S. note delivered to the 
Ministry of Foreign Relations in 
Havana described the Cuban ac- 
tion as illegal, arbitrary and un- 
ethical. It asked the govern- 
ment of Premier Castro to re- 
consider and rescind its action. 


That the Cuban officials would 
reverse their action was little 
more than a remote hope in this 
capital. The expectation here 
was for more rather than less 
trouble with the island republic, 
with further seizures of property 
owned by foreigners anticipated. 


There was evidence, in addition 
to Tuesday's strongly worded 
diplomatic note, that the Eisen- 
hower administration was moving

Department Store on 
Monroe’s Court Square 


Flames Hit 


Business in 


MONROE — Fire caused exten- 
tive damage here Tuesday night 
to the Aycock Department store, 
a %-year-cold building facing the 
Walton County courthouse. 


Several hours earlier Tuesday, 
a furniture store located in the 
heart of Rome’s business dis- 
trict was heavily damaged by a 
fire which may have been ignited 
by lightning. 

FIGHT BLAZE 


Five companies of Rome fire- 
men fought the blaze at the Rob- 
bins Furniture Co. for more than 
an hour before bringing it under 
control. 


In the Monroe fire, damage esti- 
mates ranged from at least $100,- 
000 to over $1,000,000. 


But the fire never did spread to 
other stores on the block, as it 
had threatened to do. 


UNDER CONTROL 


The building burst into flames 
at 7:10 p.m. Firemen brought it 
under control by 9:30 p.m. but the 
building still was burning an hour 
later. There was only a slight 
amount of smoke and water dam- 
age to the Sears, Roebuck & Co. 
building ‘next door. 


Monroe Fire Chief Kenon Wal- 
ters said the Aycock building was 
a total loss and would set the 
owners back by $100,000 at least. 


ESTIMATES HIGHER 

Other estimates went much 
higher. Councilman Cliff Parker 
and civil defense officials said it 
might go as high as $1 million. 


The building actually housed 
two firms—Aycock’s department 
store, owned by J. T. Aycock, 
and Aycock’s general store, 
owned by Earl Aycock. The Ay- 
cocks are brothers. 


Earl Aycock Jr., the latter’s son, 
would make no estimate of dam- 
age but said the building was 
partly insured. 

SMOKE SOARS 

The fire looked bigger than it 
was. Fed by dry timbers in the 
old building, it sent up a smoke 
cloud visible for three miles out 
of town. 


For Monroe, the fire was a ma- 
jor event. Almost everyone was 
there to see it. 


The courthouse lawn was solid 
with onlookers—more than 1,500. 


MAN HOSE 


There were as many as 23 peo- 
ple on one hose in front of the 
building, where the department 
store was housed. There was less 
activity at the back—the fire fed 
less rapidly on the seed, feed and 
groceries housed there.

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Soviet Rocket 


Hits Bullseye 


MOSCOW 


(UPI)—The Soviet Union announced 


Tuesday it had fired a long-range test rocket from the 
heart of Russia to a target area in the Pacific Ocean 
8.078 miles away. The official Tass news agency said the 
rocket hit “‘in close proximity to the target.” 


Tass said that the rocket shot 
was designed to test “powerful 
multi-stage carrier rockets for 
space exploration.” 


FIRST FOR PERIOD 

It was the first rocket to be 
fired during the previously an- 
nounced testing period scheduled 
to last from July 5 through July 
31, the official agency said. 


It shot to a target area roughly 
1.000 miles southwest of Hawaii. 

In Honolulu. Adm. Harry D. 
Felt, commander in chief of U.S. 
Pacific forces said the Russian 
missile landed about noon (At- 
lanta time), in the announced tar- 
get area. 


SIGHTED BY PLANES 

In Washington the Defense de- 
partment said two U. S. Navy 
patrol planes sighted the Soviet 
long-range rocket as it plunged 
through the atmosphere “‘impact- 
ing” in the target area, 


A message from one of the U. 5S. 
planes said the missile created a 
long vapor trail. It did not say, 
however, whether the rocket 
struck the water or disintegrated 
in the atmosphere. 


In a formal statement, the Pen- 
tagon said it appeared Tuesday’s 
Soviet shot traveled about 7,700 
statute miles. 


1,300 MILES LESS 

“This distance is 1,300 miles 
less than the 9,000 statute miles 
which is the maximum range thus 
far announced for U. S. ICBMs. 
obtained when an Atlas missile 
was fired from Cape Canaveral, 
Fla., across the Atlantic and into 
the Indian Ocean on May 20,” the 
statement said. 

It was the second Soviet rocket 
achievement to be announced in 
two days. 


4,400 POUNDS 
Soviet authorities revealed Mon- 


day they had successfully shot a 
4,400-pound rocket carrying a rab- 
bit and two dogs to a height of 
124.8 miles and brought them 
safely back to earth. The animal 
shot took place last month, it was 
announced. 


Road Toll 
A Record 
44.1 for 4th 


CHICAGO (UPI) — A weekend 
of sustained killing on the nation’s 
highways ended in a _ record- 
breaking death toll that shames 
the nation’s efforts for world 
peace, safety officials said Tues- 
day. 


United Press International 
counted 441 persons dead in traf- 
fic mishaps during the three-day 
weekend from 6 p.m. Friday to 
midnight Monday, far above the 
record 391 for three-day Fourth 
of July holidays. 


Across the nation motorists ig- 
nored repeated pleas for caution 
and killed themselves at a rate 
of more than 5% an hour—all in 


celebration of Independence Day. 


ACT AND ACT FAST 


The National Safety Council, 
which had predicted 370 deaths, 
said the final toll was “appalling 
and shocking” and called on pub- 
lic officials to “act and act fast’’ 
in reducing highway slaughter 
every day. 


“It is tragically ironic that a 
nation dedicated to avoiding 
bloodshed on the battlefield ap- 
parently cannot find a way to 
avoid wholesale bloodshed on its 
public highways when it cele- 
brates a national holiday,” the 
council said. 


731 DEAD 


In addition to traffic death, 166 
Americans drowned during the 
weekend and 132 died in miscel- 
laneous accidents for an over-all 
holiday toll of 739. 


California led the nation in 
traffic deaths with 38 and Ohio 
had 30. New York reported 27, 
Texas 23, Wisconsin 21, North 
Carolina 18, Georgia and Michi- 
gan 16, Pennsylvania 15, New 
Mexico 14, and Arizona, Colorado 
and Missouri 13. 

NO FATALITIES 


Only Alaska, Delaware and New

Formal announcement by Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson of his candidacy for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination came as 
no special surprise. He has been an un- 
official candidate for months. 


If the Texan had had free rein as has 
Kennedy in promoting his candidacy, his 
chances might be equal to his own esti- 
mates of them. But his entry comes a 
mite late and does not minimize at all 
the fact that Kennedy is far out in front. 


But Johnson's candidacy is welcomed.

Special Use Permits 


Are an Invaluable Tool 


Atlanta’s three-year fight to regain 
the power to issue special use permits 
came to an end yesterday when the al- 
dermen adopted such a bill. 

The city had been using this plan- 
ning device for nearly 30 years before it 
was declared unconstitutional in 1956. 
Efforts to pass a state law allowing the 
use permits failed in 1957. Gov. Griffin 
vetoed a bill in 1958 and Gov. Vandiver 
vetoed one in 1959. 

This year the bill was passed and 
signed into law. 

In a time of rapid growth and change, 
the new law can be invaluable. Used pru- 
dently and honestly it is a fine cure for 
growing pains. 

In the past there have been charges 
that use permits were the privileged tools 
of shady politics. So, for that matter, has 
zoning itself been criticized. 

City officials will do well to remem- 
ber the history of these charges and make 
certain that they do not leave themselves 
open to such criticism again. 

The special use permit is a safeguard 
as well as a means of accommodating 
growth and changing needs. As long as 
it is used with both these things in mind, 
citizens need not be suspicious of the law 
nor have cause to resent its application.

WASHINGTON — While public attention is 
fixed upon our domestic political drama, the in- 


fection in Cuba is reaching the point of intol- be 


erable danger to the free world in this hemisphere. This 


is not the 


judgment of mere hysterical professional “‘anti-Communists” who see 


Moscow agents everywhere. 

It is the coolly considered con- 
viction of elevated and truly lib- 
eral political leaders of South 
America with whom this corre- 
spondent has talked. 

These leaders have told our 
State department plainly that 
Fidel Castro has permitted Cuba 
to become nothing less than a 
bridgehead for Soviet communism 
within 100 miles of the United 
States. They have told the State 
department plainly that Castro 
is spending vast sums—whether 
his own or Russian money they 
do not say—all through Latin 
America to destroy Washington's 
leadership in this hemisphere. 

Congress has been many months 
ahead of the diplomats in recog- 
nizing the true nature of the 
Castro menace. This has been 
due almost wholly to a single de- 
termined senator, George Smath- 
ers of Florida. 

It remains clear that the United 
States can never afford to take 
the slightest military measure 
against Castro. World opinion 
would automatically bellow “im- 
perialism.” 

It is becoming equally clear, 
however, that the whole field of 
Latin-American relations will be 
reexamined by the new adminis- 
tration and new Congress arriv- 
ing in January. Our ablest Latin- 
American friends believe that in 
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our own interests (and admitted- 
ly in their interest, too) we must 
consider something like a small 
Marshall Plan for this hemi- 
sphere. 


The problem is now reckoned 
to be similar in principle to the 
one we faced in Europe immedi- 
ately after the war. Want and 
chaos must be ended lest com- 
munism uses want and chaos to 
entrench itself. 


As to the military side of the 
problem, Sen. Smathers’ tireless 
recommendations for a hemi- 
sphere security force under the 
Organization of American States 
are now making some headway. 

This is a real gain. So is the 
fact that professional ‘“‘liberals,” 
who in the beginning howled 
Castro up as a kind of secular 
saint, have ceased their syrupy 
eulogies of this bearded, this 
sensitive, this poetic lyncher. 

It is even possible that for the 
first time in modern history the 
great complex of difficulty that 
is Latin America may become 
involved in the presidential cam- 
paign itself as an issue of con- 
sequence. It is no longer possible 
to look at this hemisphere as a 
low-priority foreign policy area. 
It.is becoming absolutely neces- 
sary to look homeward as well 
as across the seas.

What is the food with which 
we nourish our minds?

Many of our 
forms of mass communication 
seem to proclaim that “man’s 
chief end is material advantage, 
power and pleasure, to be 
achieved through competing 
with, manipulating and ex- 
ploiting his fellowman.” 

When we thoughtfully read 
through some magazines and 
watch some of the television 
shows, we should not be sur- 
prised if a visitor from another 
world were to conclude that 
we must be lacking in compas- 
sion and decency. 

Somehow we must persist in 
claiming that man’s chief end 
and dominant satisfaction lie 


elsewhere. If I read the record 


of history correctly, man’s chief

In Any Southern Recipe Book 


a e There was an amusing story in the paper last week about singer Nelson 
= _.. Eddy’s valiant defense of his and allegedly the South’s favorite staple— 
ee a shortnin’ bread. A Southern California professor of biochemistry and nutrition 
said shortnin’ bread (to eat, not hear) is strictly from starvation. If they fed their laboratory rats on 


it for two or three weeks they'd poop out for lack of thiamine, riboflavin and niacin. Mr. Eddy, who, 
as I recall, made such a gorgeous Southerner in ‘Naughty Marietta” back in the ’30s, lifted his 
handsome baritone voice in defense of this supposed Old South delicacy. 


Shortnin’ bread, allowed Mr. 
Eddy, “isn’t supposed to be nu- 
tritious, it’s a psychological 
thing.”” Mammy’s little babies 
love it. Mammy’s little babies 
eat it. Ergo, happy babies, 
happy citizens. 

Well, I read the recipe of- 
fered up by the California pro- 
fessor and my stomach, not a 
particularly delicate  instru- 
ment, roiled a little. The only 
ingredients listed were flour, 
hog fat and molasses. 


Now I’m a hoecake connois- 
seur. I’ve eaten my weight sev- 
eral times over in corn pone 
and crackling bread. I can put 
away hushpuppies with the best 
of them. We have a quick, hot 
bread in our family called gal- 
let (a flour hoecake cooked on 
top of the stove). I think I 
know my biscuits from “B” 
(for beaten) to “R” (for riz). 
But shortnin’ bread I do not 
know.

Our food editor, Patricia 
Deaton, searched through her 
library. Shortbread, both the 
meat and the Scottish sweet 
cake, were there. No shortnin’ 
bread. We checked the public 
library and drooled dreamily 
over 200-year-old Charleston 
“receipts” for rice griddle 
cakes, rice flour toddles, hom- 
iny waffles, spoonbread, Sally 
Lunn, Pompey’s beaten bis- 
cuits, Patrick Henry batter 
bread, green corn bread (made 
with fresh corn scraped off the 
cob and cooked in a deep dish), 
ash cakes, spider corn bread 
(cooked in an iron spider on 
the hearth, of course) and a 
rice flour delicacy called 
Philpy. I read of lacy-edged 
corn cakes and Ashley bread 
from the Wappaoolah Planta- 
tion. I read of the meal-salt- 
water kind of skillet bread, on 
which I was raised, in many 
a recipe book. 


No shortnin’ bread. 


From Maryland to Texas and 
all the territory in between I 
searched out bread recipes. 
Mr. Eddy’s flour, hog fat, mo- 
lasses delicacy was not pres- 
ent. 

Finally a folk song collector 
came to my rescue. He sug- 
gested that the composer of 
the song “Shortnin’ Bread,” 
generally believed to be Reese 
D’Pree in 1905, made himself 
up a bread to sing about. Sig- 
mund Spaeth identified it as a 
bread in which “pork fat has 
been baked right into the 
dough.” (I thought he meant 
crackling bread but that’s meal 
with bits of meat, not flour 
and fat.) ' ) :

Mrs. Webb, a mother of two 
and wife of an Emory Universi- 
ty psychological statistician, has 
been interested in drama ever 
since her college days at Agnes 
Scott. She began teaching drama 
to children more than three 
years ago; the last two years 
she has taught dramatics to 
first through fifth - graders at 
Fernbank School as a member 
of the school’s resource com- 
mittee. 


HE HAD NO SHOES 

Mrs. Webb’s movie, with 10- 
year-old children as actors, told 
the story of a boy from the 
slums of Atlanta who couldn't 
go to school because he had no 
shoes. After many absences, 
the child's mother decided to 
let him go: since she had no 
money to buy him shoes, she 
let him wear hers. Children at 
the school laughed at the little 
boy, and the pathetic story 
reached the Atlanta Welfare Of- 
fice, where Mrs. Webb heard it. 


When she was asked to do a 
television drama for children 
on a religious theme, Mrs. 
Webb remembered the story. 


“I wanted to link a modern 
social problem on the child's 
level with the life of Jesus,” 
Mrs. Webb explained. “At the 
time I wrote it, our family had 
just gotten a television set and 
I was dismiyed at the pro- 
grams scheduled for children.”’ 


The actors In the play, which 


was first televised on a local 
station, were members of a sub- 
urban Sunday school class. 
Since Mrs. Webb’s motive was 
to appeal to churches, she had 
a classmate befriend the little 
boy with no shoes and invite 
him to her Sunday school class 
where he was finally accepted. 


“Before we put on the play, 
we took the children who were 
in it down into the slums and 
they saw the horrible living con- 
ditions,’”” Mrs. Webb said. 


The play was such a success 
that it is now being considered 
for national distribution through 
the Protestant Radio and TV 
Center here. Mrs. Webb hopes 
it will mean the start of a series 
on the life of Jesus geared to 
the child’s level. 


In teaching dramatics to chil- 
dren, Mrs. Webb said she al- 
ways begins with the move- 
ments called for in the play, 
so the children can become ac- 
customed to the action. Then 
she tells them, the words. 


In the television drama, she 
worked with the children and 
“threw lines at them, then they 
said them in their own words. 
The final script was a combina- 
tion of my words and theirs. I 
would never have thought of the 
children calling ‘duck feet.’ ”’ 


EMOTIONAL DEPTii 


Ten and il-year-old children 
can comprehend great depth of 
emotion, Mrs. Webb has found. 


“If children are approached 
with sincerity, they have it . 
they have the sincerity that we 
adults have to work for,” she 
said. 


Mrs. Webb has studied the — 
dramatic techniques of Stanis- | 


lavsky, the father of ‘method 
acting,”’ and uses his techniques 
in teaching children. 


“The Stanislavsky method is 
pretending, and this is what 
children do anyway. With cre- 
ative imagination they pretend 
and this pretense is made an 
art. 


A Sunday School class 
teacher, Mrs. Webb even in- 
corporates her dramatic train-

Religious subjects for drama 
interest Mrs. Webb most deeply, 
she said, but at Fernbank she 
has used primarily the classics 
and plays written especially for 
children. 


She directed a_ third-grade 
class in a production of Shake- 
speare’s “‘Mid-Summer Night's 
Dream,” and found the children 
thought Shakespeare “lovely.” 
Scenes in which the fairies ap- 
peared were used primarily, and 
five Oberon’s and five Titania's 
were used, a different child tak- 
ing the part in each scene.

Housewives Are Caught 
In Appliance Dilemma 


NEW YORK (UPI)—<Automation is beginning 


to worry housewives as 
hands. 


The women who run the na- 


tion’s households fear they may 
put themselves out of their jobs 
if they acquire too many ap- 
pliances and other labor-saving 


gadgets. 


They are afraid that their hus- 
bands will not regard them with 
the awe and devotion women 
traditionally have sought to in- 
spire by working and slaving 
over hot stoves all day and then 
talking about it all evening. 


An “‘in-depth”’ study of house- 
wives at work at the switch- 
boards of their appliance cen- 
ters was made public by the Edi- 
son Electric Institute, which is 
dedicated to encouraging Ameri- 
cans to buy and use as many 
electrical appliances—and elec- 
tricity—as possible. 


The women are caught in a de- 
lemma, the survey found. They 
want the latest appliances in 
decorator colors, especially dish 
washing machines and electric 
can openers, to maintain their 
status with the neighbors. 


But they also must be able 
to prove they actually have done 
some work around the house to 
convince their husbands that

much as it does factory 


they really are needed in the 
home. 


The main obstacle appears to 
be a doubt on the part of hus- 
bands—some of them, anyway— 
that they really want women to 
be emancipated from scrubbing, 
washing dishes, sweeping and 
other tiring but spine-limbering 
chores. 


There also was a small streak 
of resistance among women to 
some labor-saving gadgets, in- 
spired by a fear that they 
would not know what to do with 
the leisure time they gained 
from not having so much work 
to do. 


But the largest number of 
women frankly told surveyors 
that they liked the idea of hav- 
ing less toil and more time to 
play bridge, read, go to movies, 
gossip with the neighbors and 
otherwise use their time. 


They said that they were con- 
vinced that they were much 
more interesting companions to 
their husbands in the evening by 
being able to talk about some- 
thing besides the drudgery of 
the home. 


The only problem now is how 
to make husbands believe it.

Somerville, Tenn. (#—The National Association for Advancement 
of Colored People Tuesday delivered 75 bags of food and some cloth- 
ing to Negro residents of Fayette County in what it called a response 


to a plea for help. 


Jesse Turner, an NAACP spokes- 
man in nearby Memphis, said 
Negroes here were suffering from 
an economic boycott imposed by 
white businessmen because of 
their efforts to vote. 


“It’s plumb ridiculous,” said 
Somerville’s Mayor Il. P. Yancey. 
“There is no need evident in his 
county.” 


Yancey was backed up by 
George Green, chairman of the 
county’s Red Cross chapter, who 
said: 

“There is no one in Fayette 
County, white or Negro, in dire 
need. There is no emergency.” 


The NAACP said white mer- 
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chants were refusing to sell to 
Negroes, especially the 370 who 
have registered to vote. About 
60 per cent of the county’s popula- 
tion is Negro. Few, if any, Ne- 
groes have voted since recon- 
struction days.

India Starts 
$21 Billion 
5-Yr. Plan 


By RANGASWAMY SATAKOPAN 


NEW DELHI, India (AP) — 
Prime Minister Nehru’s govern- 
ment Tuesday took the wraps off 
an ambitious $21 billion, five. 
year plan aimed at giving this na- 
tion of 400 million a self-sustained 
economy. 


It is India’s third five-year plan 
and will cover the 1961-66 period. 


It has a_ five-fold goal: To 
achieve self-sufficiency in food 
grains; raise the national income 
by 5 per cent annually; expand 
basic industries such as_ fuel, 
steel and power; boost employ- 
ment; and achieve equitable dis- 
tribution of wealth and income. 


U.S. TO HELP 


Parliament and 15 state legis- 
latures will examine the plan, due 
to begin April 1, 1961. They and 
various development councils will 
put it in final shape. 


Here are some of the highlights: 

The plan envisages a total in- 
vestment of 102 billion rupees, or 
$21,420,000,000. Outside aid was 
estimated at 22 billion rupees, 
with the United States the prin- 
cipal contributor. 


Highest priority is given to ag- 
ricultural production in order to 


meet the food needs of a popula- 
tion expected to hit 480 million by 
1966. Present food grain produc- 
tion is 75 million tons, 10 per cent 
short of basic requirements. 


STEEL PLAN CITED 


It envisages a target of 10,200,- 
000 tons of steel ingots and 1% 
million tons of pig iron by 1966. 
Present finished steel production 
is 2,600,000 tons, compared with 
a million in 1950. 


Coal production target is 97 
million tons, compared with the 
60 million tons being produced an- 
nually now. 


Total power generating capac- 
ity was set at 11,800,000 kilowatts, 
compared with 5,800,000 now. 


In the social fields, the goal is 
to establish free and compulsory 
education for the 6-to-ll age 
group, and to provide drinking 
water and a school in each of In- 
dia’s 60,000 villages.

The American plan aroused no 
enthusiasm and met with a seri- 
ous set-back last week from Sec- 
retary -General Hammarskjold, 
who said that the Disarmament 
Commission should be in no 
“rush” to meet and should allow 
the dust to settle. 


As a result of this reception, 
the representatives in Washington 
of the five Western powers have 
delayed taking a decision pending 
Premier Khrushchev’s response 
to Western suggestions that the 
Geneva negotiations be resumed. 


Reliable sources said that they 
saw no possibility that Khrush- 
chev would agree. They pre- 
dicted that the five Western gov- 
ernments would simply take no 
action at this time regarding a 
meeting of the Disarmament Com- 
mission, thus allowing the matter 
to be decided by default. 


FAINT CHANCE 


However, one Western delegate 
said that if Canada continued to 
insist upon a meeting there was 
a faint chance that the other 
Western powers might agree to 
join in. However, the leading 
delegates are going ahead with 
their vacation plans on the basis 
that there will be no meeting of 
the Disarmament Commission in 
July or the first part of August. 


One well-informed source said 
that the Western powers would 
have succeeded if they had 
matched the speed of the Soviet 
Union and called a meeting of 
the Disarmament Commission 
within 48 hours of the Soviet walk- 
out in Geneva. The Soviet request 
for a general assembly was made 
on the day that it walked out at 
Geneva. 


MEETING NECESSARY 


The Western powers, it is un- 
derstood, have not yet decided 
whether to ask for a full dress 
debate in the Disarmament Com- 
mission at the end of the summer. 
A pro-forma meeting is necessary 
in aMy case to receive a report 
from the 10-nation group on the 
abortive negotiation, which will 
then be forwarded to the Gen- 
eral Assembly. 


However, in some quarters it is 
believed that the Western powers 
can still seize the initiative by 
submitting their revised disarma- 
ment proposal to the Disarma- 
ment Commission before the Gen- 
eral Assembly meets.

Based on bonanza returns from the July Fourth 
weekend, track officials may now claim that horse rac- 


ing is the nation’s oadian spectator and participant 


A total of 632,769 improvers of the thoroughbred breed partici- 
pated to the tune of $43,423,084 last Monday and Saturday. 


That's a tremendous amount of dough no matter how you slice 

the pot. And it’s a total 
when you consider that a dollar disap- 
pears after seven or eight trips 
through a mutuel window. The house 
and government tax associates claim 
about 14 cents out of every dollar bet 
at the tracks. Thus, by a simple proc- 
ess of math, it’s easy to figure why 
you can't consistently beat the races. 


% However, a fantastic number of 
') people are trying. For’ instance, 16 
|| major league baseball clubs pulled 
* 205,080 customers Monday. Seventeen 

» horse tracks drew 349,067 citizens who 
= paid at the gate and the windows. 


The Big A—the dream Aqueduct 
track in New York—entertained 57,141 
well-heeled guests. They had to be 
heavily armed with greenbacks to bet 
$4,496,349 on nine races. 


Horse players in California apparently aren’t as wealthy as 
New York comrades. For instance, Hollywood Park lured 
53,147, only 4,000 less than New York, but the betting handle 
was almost a million less. 


Monmouth, Arlington and Delaware Parks soared above §2,000,- 
000 at the equine cash registers and no less than eight tracks 
handled more than a million bucks. However, a few horse players 
must have gone fishing on the Fourth, for the take on Memorial 
Day was higher. 


—A Return of $33,149.40 for $2 


These figures are compiled from flat tracks, but the harness 
horse and dog track operators also reported banner days. 


Needless to note, most of the betters went home mumbling 
harsh words about young men who ride horses for a living. There 
are always a flock of losers for every winner at the track. 


Luckiest better of the day was a gent or lady who won $33, 
149.40 on a $2 investment at Rockingham Park. However, the win- 
ner elected to wait until later to collect. When the announcement 
was made that only one of the 23,090 fans had correctly handicapped 
the Pic-Six card, a large crowd gathered at the payoff window to 
view the lucky person. 


The luckiest horse player in the land, however, did not step 
forward. He or she undoubtedly figured that such citizens as 
bill collectors and internal revenue agents were standing by. 
The track was still holding the dough Monday afternoon. 


In. case you aren't familiar with the Pic-Six pool, it’s a fad 
which started in Mexico. All you need is two bucks and ability to 
pick ‘the last six winners on the day’s racing card. The guy or gal 
with the most winners gets all the loot after the track and tax 
associates deduct the customary take. 


~—-Slow Horses Bad for Bum Tickers 


Scanning the stunning financial and attendance reports from 
various horse resorts, I was reminded of a report released last 
week by Dr. Stanley O. Wilkins, track physician at Monmouth Park. 


Dr. Wilkins confirmed a long-standing suspicion here that slow 
horses are almost as bad for your heart as your wallet. In fact, 
Dr. Wilkins strongly recommends that folks with bum tickers re- 
frain from visiting tracks. He pointed out that an average of four 
persons per year spend their last day at Monmouth Park. The 
record at Monmouth is 12 deaths on the grounds in one year. 


“Racing fans are a strange breed,” Dr. Wilkins shrewdly ob- 
served. “‘They have an amazing disregard for their own afflictions, 
and it’s sometimes fatal.” 


He cited a specific case where a man was forced to retire from 
his job because of a heart condition. 


“His wife pleaded with him to stay home, but he came to 
the track anyway, saying he’d rather die here than any place,” 
Dr. Wilkins explained. “He did.” 


In his clinical study of horse players, Dr. Wilkins has discovered 
that patients at the track seldom pay a call during a race. Except 
in extreme emergencies, players suffer until the winning numbers 
are on the boards: 


The track is a tough spot to solicit sympathy. Too many citizens 
are overloaded with troubles of their own. Dr. Wilkins remembers 
an owner rushing into the clinic after a jockey was injured riding 
his horse. The owner glanced at the wounded rider and promptly 
inquired about the condition of the horse. 


Critics who used to moan that the country was going to the 
dogs are wrong. The greyhounds are doing all right, but the coun- 
try is going to the horses. 


There’s a lot to be said for and against racing, but you'll have 
to admit it’s the only place discovered where citizens line up and 
scuffle in an attempt to pay taxes.
